‘Usury and Obtaining Money 


by False Pretenses 
Charged in Collapse of 


Julian Petroleum. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 
More than a score of prominent 
business men are among the 55 
persons indicted as a result of the 
collapse of the Julian Petroleum 
Corporation following a _ large 
over-issue of stock. Locally the 
case is called the $100,000,000 Ju- 
lian stock scandal, Obtaining 
money by false pretenses, violation 
of the corporate securities act and 
usury are among the charges in the 
indictments. 

Among those indicted are I. F. 
Rouse, vice president of the Pa- 
cific Southwest Trust & Savings 
Bank, and S. C. Lewis, resigned 
president of the Julian corpora- 
tion. Both are charged with two 
counts of conspiracy to obtain 
money by false pretenses and vio- 
lating the state corporate securl- 
ties act. 

Lewis and 13 others appeared in 
Superior Court and gave bond of 
$200,000 to guarantee their ap- 
pearance.

~ VOTES 10 STAY DRY 


Prince Edward Island Defeats 
Premier Advoeating Govern- 
ment Sale of Liquor. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLOTTETOWN, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, June 25.—Premier 


J. D. Stewart's Government, ap- 
pealing to the people of Prince Ed- 
ward Island on a policy of Govern- 


ment control of the sale of liquor, 
was overwhelmingly defeated in 
today’s general election, Final re- 
turns gave him only six followers 
as against 24 for his Liberal oppén- 
ent, A. <-. Saunders. 

In the last legislature Premier 
Stewart had 25 adherents, includ- 
ing the speaker, and the Liberal 
members numbered only four. 

While today’s election was not 
planned on a straight issue as be- 
tween wets and drys, the cam- 
paign was bitterly contested on that 
hasis. The Premier proposed a 
government contro! system similar 
to that in vogue in seven of the 
nine Canadian Provinces. The op- 
porition leader, on the other hand, 
pledged himself to make a deter- 
mincd effort to enforce the exist- 
iuz prohibition law, while decreas- 
ing by 50 per cent the cost of phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions for the pur- 
chase of liquor. He proposed to 
hold a referendum in July, 1929, 
on the subject of government con- 
trol.

PRESIDENTIAL RACE 


Declares for Liberty of Exercise 
of All Cults—Would Aid 


American Investments. 


By the Associated Press. : 

MEXICO CITY, June 25.—Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon tonight formally 
announced his candidacy for the 


presidency of the Republic. 

Gen. Arnulfo Gomez has already 
been named as the candidate of 
the “Anti-reelectionist” party. 

The announcement gave Obre- 
gon’s position on the religious 
question, the relations between the 
United States and Mexico and the 
investment of American capital in 
Mexico. 

Gen. Obregon declared for 
“complete liberty of the exercise 
of ali cults, without admitting of 
any sectarian influence, and de- 
manding always of ministers ab- 
solute respect to regulations which 
o.. laws establish.” He asserted 
he would uphold energetically 
Mexico’s sovereignty and decorum 
and her right to enact her own 
legislation with no limitations ex- 
cept those recognized by interna- 
tional] law. 

He also promised to facilitate in- 
vestments by all honest American 
capital willing to co-operate-with 
M>xico in the development of the 
country, with caution to prevent in- 


vestments sought by “imperialistic 


Wall street capital,” which by a 
campaign of falsehood may again, 
as in the past, attempt to provoke 
a Government crisis and armed 
conflict in Mexico. 

The announcement, was given 
out by Gen. Aaron Saenz, who re- 
signed as Calles’ Foreign Secretary, 
to become Obregon’s campaign 
manager.

Mayor Orders 133 Dispensers 
of Malt to Take Out 
Licenses. 


The owners of 133 saloons ,in 
East St. Louis, where police have 
reported beer and whisky were be- 
ing sold, have been ordered by 
Mayor Frank Doyle to take out 
malt beverage licenses at $200 a 
year each, as one means of re- 
storing to the city treasury revenues 
from saloon licenses ta° en away Dy 
prohibition. 

Mayor Doyle safd, in explaining 
his action, that while East St. 
Louls police in making a survey 
of 179 saloons under suspicion of 
selling home brew and whisky have 
listed 133 as places where the law 
is being violated as to prohibition, 
he does not believe evidence can 
be obtained to convict the saloon- 
keepers and keep them convicted 
or drive them out of business. But 
he is determined, he said, that they

shall not escape paying the malt 
beverage tax, which would ad3 
$26,600 to the city’s general rev- | 
enue each yvear if all paid up. 
An Economic Move 

It was an e®onomic, not moral! 
survey, Mayor Dovrle insists. The 
city government of East St. Louis 


faces an $900,000 deficit for the 
year, It was up to the Doyle ad- 
ministration to open new, fields 
of revenue. His campaign slogat 
had been “Let’s Be Frank,” and he 
urged frankness upon the _ police 
who visited the 133 saloons in the 
bootleggers’ directory. Thus, they 
re vorted that these places sold not 
only nonalcoholic malt beverages 
which would make them liable to 
the increased tax but sold beer and 
whisky as well. 


Comniissioner of Public ‘Safety 
Herman Zierrath, who as head of 


the Police Departmen conducid 
the survey of bootleggers, said: 
“We know the places on the list are 
hootlegging and they can easil af- 
ford to pay the malt beverage tax. 
When They Sell It. 

Compilation of the directory dis- 
closes that there are eight boot- 
legging resorts on ¢ ‘ollinsville ave- 


nue: seven on State street, and 11! 
on Broadway in the .eart of down 
town “Fast St. Louis Police re- 


ported locating 38 beer and whis- 
ky places in the southeastern sec- 
tion known as the “Black Lands” 
where a large Negro populace re- 
sides. ‘The Valley,’’ formerly 41 
segregated vice district is repre- 
sented by 14 saloons on the direc- 
tory, the foreign settlement abo: 
the stockvards has 22 and there 
are 24 scattered ir outlying resi- 
dence districts, 

The tax for the places selling soft 
drinks containing no malt is $60 4 
year. At present there are but 17 
places which admit selling “near 
beers’ and pay the $200 annua 
malf beverage tax, while 179 sa- 
loons were ranked in the non-malt 
classification. Mayor Doyle or- 
dered the check-up to determine 
how many of the 179 saloons could 
be eased into the malt beverage 
column, 

Amone the names on the offl- 
cial bootleggers’ directory, report 
ers found 380 saloonkeepers who 
have ben fined in Federal Court 
for bootlegging within the last 18 
monthea.

On the question of the recelv- 
ership the commission held that

“Iinder the law.” the commis- 
sion ruled a “public utility 1s en- 
titled to earn a fair return upon 
the fair value of its prodperty 
dedicated to the serwice of the put- 
lic: it matters not whether euch 
property be operated by a receiver 
or under private ownership.” 

On the city’s contentioa taht the 
city and county lines shauld be 
considered separateky tre commis- 
sion ruled the property shoud be 
considered as a whoie in fixing 
rates, referring to previous de- 
cisions in which stich separation 
was denied. 

Present Rates Insufficient. 

“The present rates are insuffi- 
cient to yield reasonable compen- 
sation for the service revgered and 
are unjust and unreasonable,” it 
was Stated in the order. 

The city has contendea in previ- 
ous hearings that the annual flat 
allowance of $1,500,000 for depre- 
ciation was excessive, but the Com- 
mission ruled it would not c’sturb 
this allowance pending the fina] 
determination of the case. ‘That 
the Commission is liket’ to ecale 
down the depreciation allowance 
somewhat is indicated by its de- 
duction of the credit balance of $6,- 
183,099 that had accrued in the 
depreciation reserve from Januacy

A pending change in ownership

MADE HIS WiLL 
ONLY 2 WEEKS AGO 


Trustees Turned Over $4,- 
898,416 to Princeton 
Graduate Killed Friday in 
Airplane Crash. 


Two weeks before James Theo- 
dore “Teddy” Walker, 21 years old, 
was killed in an airplane crash near 
Pottsville, Pa., Friday, an estate 
valued at $4,898,416 was turned 
over him by the trustees at the 
office of his St. Louis atto , 
Judge Daniel G. Taylor, na 
made his will. 

Judge Taylor said last evening 
he could not discuss the contents 
of the document before it is filed 
for probate which will be after the 
funeral, tentatively set next Tues- 
day in St. Louis. It is understood, 
however, that young Walker made 
no large philanthropic bequests and 
that the bulk of the estate will go 
to family connections. He was an 
only child, and has no immediate 
relatives other than cousins and his 
stepfather, Dr. M. B. Clopton. 

Funeral Set for Tuesday: 

Dr. Clopton arrived in Pottsville 
yesterday and announced he would 
depart this afternoon. with the 


body of his stepson. He will re- 
turn on the Pennsylvania train 
“Spirit of St. Louis,” arriving here 
at 1:30 tomorrow afternoon. The 
funeral has tentatively been set 


for Tuesday. 
George Lea Lambert, Walker’s 
cousin and college mate and the 


pilot of the plane which crashed 
has been quoted as saying he 
“never wants to see a plane again.”’ 
He has been ordered by his physi- 
cians to remain in Pottsville for 
several days more to recuperate 
from the shock of the crash and 
from minor injuries. His parents, 
Maj. and Mrs. Albert Bond Lam- 
bert of St. Louis are with him. 
L- W. Baldwin, president of the 
Missouri Pacific, has offered his 
private car for their return to St. 
Louis. 

The Walker estate descended to 
James T. Walker from his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Lily Lambert who 
died in 1889. She left her wealth 
in trust funds of equal size for the 
benefit of her children.

SUPREME COURT RULING 
ON STOCK DIVIDENDS 


Holds They Can’t Go to Bene- 
ficiaries of Trust Estate as 
Income. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 25.— 
Stock dividends declared by a cor- 
poration are not income, and the 
additional shares issued cannot be 
turned over as income to benefi- 


ciaries of a trust estate made up 
of the original stock, but must be- 
come a part of the trust estate. 
Division No. 1 of the Supreme 
Court held in an opinion handed 
down today. 

The decision construed the will 
of Joseph M. Hayes of St. Louis as 
to disposition of the income of a 
$630,000 trust estate, which includ- 
ed approximately $400,000 in stock 
of the American Tobacco Co. 
Hayes, a dealer in woolen goods, 
died in January, 1919, leaving the 
$630,000 trust estate and real es- 
tate valued at more than $125,000. 

Four stock dividends totaling 84 
per cent were declared by the 
American ‘Tobacco Co. in 1920, 
1921 and 1923. Beneficiaries of 
the trust estate, who were Hayes’ 
| children and grandchildren, filed 
suit against the St. Louis Trust

A **Run’ House Later 


Erlanger Making Ready to Come Into St. Louis 
With Legitimate Shows at Dollar Prices 
Which Causes Movie Magnates to 
Tighten Up Their Field. 


By NIF. 

S the first step in the move by the loca] motion picture theater 

magnates to relieve the overseated condition in the field here 

and to meet the increased opposition which is to come next fall 
the Grand Central Theater—the first of the pretentious movie houses 
to grow out of the old vacant store shows in St. Louis—is to be 
closed within two weeks with the shut-down coming, possibly, nezt 
Saturday night. Skouras Brothers, owners of the theater, will keep 
the place closed for a month or more, but will reopen it in August 
as a “run” house where big pictures will be shown for as long a 
time as the public will come to see them. 

The prices will probably be set at 65 cents and among the first 
films to be shown will be “Ben Hur” and “The Big Parade.” These 
have been displayed here in the so-called legitimate theaters at ad- 
ganced prices. Other pictures which may play as road attractions 
at a higher scale of admission, will, later, be brought to the Grand: 
Central at the 65-cent scale, but not until after sufficient time has 
elapsed to “protect’’ the houses which offer them first at $1.50. 

The establishment of the Grand Central as a house for long 
runs has been Torecast in these columns. Its temporary retirement 
from the field altogether as a weekly change cinema‘ palace right 
now, marks the passing of a theater which was one of the gold 
mines of the early days of the films in St. Louis. Operated by 
William Sievers, it passed into the hands of the Skouras boys, who 
were struggling up the ladder to their future control of the local 
field. When Paramount opened the Missouri, the Grand Central 
continued to hold its popularity and its success played a large part 
in bringing about the deal between Famous Players-Lasky and the 
Skouras brothers whereby the latter got possession of the Missourl 
and the other Paramount houses. 


T was at the Grand Central that Gene Rodemich gained his fame 

Ss ap orchestra conductor. Some of the best pictures in past 

‘ears were shown there, but with the opening of the Ambassador, 
Loew's and the St. Louis, larger and more magnificent palaces of 
the silent art, business began to wane. It was necessary to put the 
all too few good pictures into the Missouri and the Ambassador 
to keep up the necessarily tremendous intake powers of those two 
houses and to meet the other opposition, and the»Grand Central 
languished with poorer films. Since the departuge of Rodemich, 
business has dropped steadily and now the Skourases are taking the 
step which they have long contemplated. As a run theater the 
Grand Central should once more prove a popular place of amuse- 
ment. y. 


F more interest to the harassed theater goer who has to keep 

a tight hold on his purse strings in these days of high priced 

amusements, is the announcement that A. L. Erlanger, former 
Czar of the theatrical world, is to put in operation this winter @ 
chain of theaters, with one here in St. Louis, to present legitimate 
plays with a “dollar top’’ scale of prices. This will be good news 
to play goers, but so far what house is available in St. Louis for 
the scheme is hard to figure out. Erlanger controls the American 
but that, of course, will continue at its regular seale for the highest 
class of attractions. It may be necessary to build another theater 
here but it is Known that Erlanger would prefer to find a ready 
built place. 

There is nothing very definite yet about what sort of plays 
will be offered at $1.00. The mere fact that the price is cheap 
will not attract large audiences after the novelty wears off for the 
play is still the thing. Erlanger, a most astute showman, can be 
counted upon to know what he is doing and undoubtedly has ig 
minind a plan to knock ‘em dead.

HE Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House is 
packed to its walls. This audience, a cosmopolitan 
one, what with its dark faces of France and its 
several consulate gentlemen wearing their decora- 

tions of countries large or small that flung their arms to the 
aid of the Entente those 13 years ago—this audience, cosmo: 
Politan though it is, remains essentially British. 

On the platform fronting this magnificent room are some 
half-hundred people, dignitaries of high degree. The Lord 
Mayor of London, rich in his robe of velvet and fur, his gold 
chain of office hanging from his shoulders and looped across 
his breast, sits in his position of host, as it is fitting he should 
as resident of the Mansion House. Near him is M. de

Cultured and Well-to-do 


Doris Trounson Gardiner, 
Beautiful English 
Matron, Must Serve Six 
Months for Shoplifting 
Despite the Efforts of 
Famous Alienists 
and Neurologists to 


Save Her.

LONDON. 


OVIiTH PORT, taat 
quaint British town 
and summer resort on 
the Irish Sea, was 
startled one June 
morning in 1915 to 
fearn that Doris 
Trounson, the village 
belle, had been ar- 
rested for shoplifting. 

That the tall, lithe, hazel-eved beau- 
ty who had been reared in luxury by 


an indulgent and wealthy § father 


and pampered by an idolizing mother 
could be guilty of theft seemed bevond 
the comprehension of Southport folk, 
all of whom loved and admired the 
magnificent Doris. 

Nevertheless, it came out finally 
that Doris could not resist the strange 
temptation to take goods belonging to 
others. And now, after twelve years 
more of mingled adventurous and lux- 
urfous life, the former belle of South- 
port has been sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment by a distinguished Mag- 
istrate in the famed Old Balley. 

‘‘Moral insanity’’ was‘ the plea set 
up by counsel for the still beautiful 
Doris. Leading neurologists, who had 
coined the phrase, solemnly testified 
that Doris really was insane in the 
matter of theft, for the simple reason 
that she could not control an irre- 
sistible impulse to take what did not 
belong to her. 

But the plea failed to move Sir H 
F. Dickens, Common Sergeant. of 
the City of London, occupying the 
bench in the Old Bailey. He declared 
that, inasmuch as the peculations of 
Doris had been so _ persistent and 
methodical, notwithstanding it was her 
first appearance before the bar he 
could not consider her as a first of- 
fender, that she must go to jail.
